MANURE AND WEEDS. 


A. Qootl Argument In Favor of Buying 


Stable ifdauuro for tlio 


It is very practicable for farmers 


who live near city or village to furnish 
citizens with hay, straw, oats and the 
like, and then draw back to their farms 
sit least fertility enough to produce as 
much more, and thus sustain their uoiL 
Bat same will not avail themselves at 
this resource, for fear of introdncing 
weeds or foul grasses in their fields, It 
commendable for every husbandman ia 
to be certain as to the purity of the seeds 
he uses and to use every means to 
avoid all foul growth, still this method 
of increasing his supply of manure 
does not necessarily involve any risk 
to the farmer, so far as such foul seed 
is concerned, for by thoroughly rotting 
the manure, the germs of grain or 
seeds in it will be destroyed. 
The 


plan of making the manure flno before 
applying it to the land, I think, will 
fully pay for the labor. However, as 
for myself, since learning by experi- 
ence how effectually good tillage will 
insure clean culture »n any land re- 
gardless of its past management, and 
nlso 
the 
increased 
producing 


value 
of 
short manure, 
and 
its 


greater strength befoio this ferment- 
ing and rotting than afterward, for 
years I ran all the hay, straw and 
stalks used both for feeding and bed- 
ding through the cutting machine and 
applied the raw manure directly to tho 
Itnd. 


As for weeds, so long as it is or- 


dained that "thorns and thistles" shall 
infest the ground we will be quite sure 
to have some of them to contend with 
any way; and with all hoed crops the 
tilling for subduing QJIO weed to tho 
square foot would kill a hundred just 
the same; or, as I prefer to put it, ths 
tillage required for the best develop- 
ment of the plant we are tilling will 
necessarily check all other growth, 
whether it be ten or ten thousand weeds 
to each hill tilled. la using my barn- 
yard manure in this way I was satisfied 
that it could be handled and applied 
enough easier and better to more than 
pay for the labor of cutting the fodder, 
saying nothing of its advantages for 
feeding. But although it was more 
agreeable to use, a nil seemed to do more 
good, still I did not hesitate to buy and 
use what I could get readily, asking no 
questions as to what it was made from, 
and only fearing I could not get 
enough. One good argument in favor 
of buying stable manure for the farm 
is that we see many of our best farmers 
doing it, and their farms are quite as 
clean and free from weeds as their 
neighbors' who use only from their 
own barnyards; and those who buy and 
nfle the most eeem to take the least 
heed as to whether they might thus 
being in unwelcome weeds — Heury 
fog, in K. X. Tribune.

Just in from the Wreck. 


To-day we received a call from Mr. E. 


W. Boberts, of Ottumwa, la., who is in 
tlio city on business. He showed us a 
ticket he purchased for the Chalsworth 
train, and he had a very narrow escape 
from being a passenger on that doomed 
train. On the night of the wreck he was 
going from Fairbury to Wntseka, and 
when the train got to Fairbury ho stepped 
on board, but found it so heavily loaded 
that after looking in vain for a seat he 
concluded to get off, and take a freight 
train which was to leave a little later. 
This he did, and had only got to Forrest, 
about five miles, when the news came 
that the excursion train was wrecked a 
few miles ahead, near Chotsworth. 


The engine and coach of the freight 


train were immediately dispatched to the 
wreck, Mr. Roberts going along and ar- 
riving among the first at the wreck, and 
did all in his power to assist in taking 
out nnd curing for the unfortunates. He 
very graphically describes many of the 
heart-rending scones he witnessed, but 
says the hardest part of all was the taking 
out of the little children, dead and man- 
gled. 


Mr. Boberts thinks that the stories of 


robbery are exaggerated, but blames the 
company's officers for not providing 
guards the day after the wreck to guard 
the persons and property of the victims. 
Mr. Boberts sketched the wreck, being 
the only one taken before it was dis- 
turbed by the wrecking car. Just as he 
had it about finished a correspondent of 
the Chicago Daily News came by and was 
BO anxious to get it that Mr. Koberts was 
induced to let him have it on condition 
hat it be returned after it was engraved.

Visit of a State Official. 


Hon. John H. B-aueh, secretary ot the 


State Board of Health, arrived in Deca- 
tur Saturday night for the purpose of 
securing a quantity of the city water 
supply for anaiysit, in order that the 
board may be qualified to answer an in- 
quiry sent in from Petersburg, which city 
is arranging to establish a water works 
system similar to our own. In company 
with Dr. W. J. Chenoweth, Secretary 
Eauch visited the Sangamon river on 
Sunday and procured a quantity of the 
water out of the river at the point where 
the water flows into the filter. Then he 
went 100 yards below the point where the 
sewerage empties into the river and got 
another vessel of water. Coming up town 
he got more water from a hydrant as it 
is pumped into the city. All of the ves- 
sels were properly labeled, and this morn- 
ing the secretary left for Springfield, to 
have the water analyzed by experts. The 
water in the river at Springfield will also 
be analyzed. 
The Decatur water is 


deemed pure and perfectly healthy. Sec- 
retary Eauch will forward the result of 
the analysis for publication in Decatur.

ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


now the British Government Secured • 


Hold on tbe Nile Gauntry. 


In 1878 the Khedive Ism'ail, by rash 


efforts to inaugurate public improve- 
ments and other extravagances, had 
increased the National debt to $4&5,- 
000,000. 
It was not possible to extort 


even tbe interest of this vast debt from 
his already impoverished subjects, and 
Egyptian credit was so impaired that 
additional foreign loans to .meet the 
annual deficit in tlie revenues could no 
longer be obtained. 
This large debt 


being held mostly in England and 
France, Ismail handed over the finan- 
cial administration of his Government 
to these two Powurs, and they estab- 
lished what was known as the "Anglo- 
French Control." Two Controllers- 
General were sent by these countries 
to take up their residence in Egypt, 
there to superintend the collection and 
disbursement of the revenue. 
Tho 


Kheclivo wns not pleased with their 
conduct of afi'airs, however, and in 
April, 1879, ho arbitrarily dismissed 
them. Tho European Powers then in- 
terfered and forced Ismail to abdicate 
his throne in favorof hia son Mehemet 
Tewflk, and the joint control was re- 
stored. It was very unpopular with 
tho people, however, and gave the 
most important pretext for tho re- 
bellion of 1881, 
headed 
by Arabi 


Boy. 
England and Prance then sent 


a joint fleet to Alexandria to uphold up 
tho authority of tlie Khedive, and to 
protect Europe ;iii rositlcnts in Egyp- 
tian cities, who were the especial 
objects 
o£ 
tho 
popular 
hatred. 


January 
11, 
1881, 
there 
was 


a massacre of 
the 
Christians at 


Alexandria. 
The English now deter- 


mined to open fire on the insurgents; 
the French would not take part in tho 
attack, and, therefore, on the llth of 
June, Alexandria was bombarded by 
order of the English commander. This 
attack was followed by the landing of 
the British force, which, acting in tlie 
interest of the Khedive, overthrew tho 
rebellion of Arabi, and restored peace 
and order. The joint control was now 
understood to bo abolished, and Eng- 
huul established uu jirmv of occupation 
in Egypt, which, however, she distinct- 
ly declared, should only remain there 
as long as it was needed to secure tho 
permanently of the Khedive's Govern- 
ment. Lord Dufl'erin was sent to Egppt 
in tho fall of 1882 to reorganize tho 
legislative branch of tlio Government, 
and prepared a constitution which was 
accepted by the Khedive, and put in 
force by hia decree. During the dis- 
turbance in the Sondun, tho Powers 
S'dtierally made no objection to Eng- 
land's occupation of Egypt, but when 
that trouble was over Franco began to 
interpose objections, and demand guar- 
antees for her claims against that coun- 
try. 
In 188,5, a financial scheme was 


drawn np by tho Powurs, under which 
the credit of the Government has been 
greatly improved. Some arrangement 
pointing to a- withdrawal of troops has 
boon under consideration, by the Brit- 
ish Government for some time, as it is 
gunortilly understood that a continued 
occupations will not be sanctioned by 
the Powers. — Chicago Inter Ocean. 


THE 
BEAUTIFUL ROSE. 


MillioiiH of I'liuits and Flowera Sold An- 


iiuiilly in tho United States. 


The .sale of roses in this country 


amounts to fully ' 1,000,000 plants tv 
year at tlio present time. There aro 
no statistics by which the exact num- 
ber can bo learned, but a knowledge 
of ithe extent of cultivation by tho 
principal propagators enable us to es- 
timate, roughly as above stated. Tho 
probability is that tho annual sale ex- 
ceeds considerably rather than falls 
short of this amount These plants are 
almost wholly raised on their own 
roots, as budded plants, which at one 
lime, wore quite common, have fallen 
into disrrputu and will now scarcely 
command a purchaser. The popular 
judgment in this respect is no doubt 
ri^ht, and will be sustained. Budded 
plants, except with some weak grow- 
ing varieties, will never again be in 
vogue, and tlie number of excellent 
varieties of vigorous growth is so 
great that delieato growers will be dis- 
oiirded for this fault Alone,' no matter 
what utliur good qualities they may 
possess. 


Tlio rose is tlio n'ost highly prized, 


and, 
next to the geranium, the most 


generally cultivated flowering plant. 
These remarks apply to amateur culti- 
vation. 
Professional 
florists 
make 


rose-growing a very prominent part 
of their business, and immense quan- 
tities of flowers are raised during tho 
winter season for cutting. The state- 
ment is made bj a competent authority 
that in 1885 "the trade sold 24,000,000 
cut roses." This indicates, to some ex- 
tent the popularity of this particular 
flower. — Vick's Mac/azine. 


—To make positive copies of draw- 


ings, coat suitable paper with a two 
per cent, solution of bichromate of am- 
monia, to which a little grapo sugar 
lias been added, and dry in the dark. 
The paper containing tlio drawing is 
laid upon it and exposed to the light 
until the prepared paper has assumed 
u gray color; now dip'into a one per 
cent, solution of nitrate of silver, one- 
tenth of the volume of which consists 
of acetic arid. Tlie positive image de- 
veloped thereby consists of bichromate 
of silver, which becomes dark brown 
on drying.—Jiostim Biultjct,

'WHY'HdRSES 


Defsetlve Vision |Caa«ed by tbe Prevalence 
of Cataract of tbe Eye. 


• I have never met a veterinary sur- 
geon who knew any thing about "cat- 
aract of the eye" in horses. I call it 
that as it is an expressive term. The 
trouble is-the most general of any now 
affecting the horses of this country. It 
is the cause of nearly all, if not all, of 
the shying whicii surgeons fail to find 
a reason for except in "general cussed- 
ness." This cataract is of a brown 
growth, of a fungus nature, that 
spreads over the pupil of the eye, from 
the top downwards. It has the appear- 
ance of a sponge growing away from 
its hold. It is difficult to see unless 
strong daylight falls upon the horse's 
eye exactly right Then it can be seen 
plainly, a silent evidence of the ani- 
mal's defective eyesight. I have ex- 
amined horse after horse and with but 
two or three exceptions out of about 
fifty I have found their eyesight thus 
affected. Of course it is worse in some 
than in others. It grows just like 
cataract or cancer; at first just dawn- 
ing ominously on the upper edge of 
the pupil, then gradually extending 
itself. I have watched it expand on 
my own horse and its growth has been 
very marked in even the short time of 
two years. I have observed one thing 
about it that makes mo certain that 
my conclusions are correct. 
Every 


shying 
horse I 
have 
examined 


has, 
without 
exception, been BO 


afflicted. 
Never 
have 
I 
seen 


a horse shy whose eye was not clouded 
by this inexplicable growth. I began 
to study this curious defect after a lona: 
experience in trjing to break my 
spirited horsfi of shying. I took Mm 
to dozens of veterinary surgeons, but 
they all said it was his cussedncss. I 
used to whip and punish him in every 
way to break him of it, but I could not. 
Now I remember how curiously lie 
cocked his head at a suspicious object 
just as a person with poof sight will 
try to get a better focub. Finally one 
day the light happened to strike his 
eye right and I saw the cataract. 
Xlie 


whole thing was plain to me then. 1 
have studied the matter carefully since, 
and the Globe-Democrat will be tho 
first to say any thing about this pre- 
vailing effect. 
If any thing has ever 


been published about it, and if any 
reason can be advanced, 1 should like 
to hear of it. Whether it is because of 
the barbarous and ei'iiel blinds which, 
by shutting out the light and caiiVmf; 
the animal to look forward instead of 
sideways, affect his eyes, or whether it 
is because of dark stalls, 1 can not tell. 
But I »m sure it is tho cause of all tho 
shying and much of the stumbling that 
now make driving and riding so un- 
pleasant and dangerous.—A Jlorttctnan, 
in SI. Louis Globe-Democrat.
